Claim 2 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1, wherein the pattern total volume of 
geometric shapes has a total volume of l e ss than 0.02 mm*, m e asured over n contained within the 
reference region in th e forward striking fac e having a 9i20 of 2.5 mm by 2.5 nun is less than 0.03 
mm 3 

Claim 3 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1 , wherein the patt ern total volume of 
geometric shapes has a total volume, m e asured over a contained within the reference region in 
th e forward otrilring fac e having a siz e of 2.5 mm by 2.5 mm, that is less than 25% of a volume 
over an equivalent portion of a golf elub hood having a striking face lacking auoh on engineered 
teEtee is less than 0 02 mm 3 
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Claim 4 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1, wherein the pattern total volume of 
geometric shapes hao a total volume, measured ovor a contained w ithin the reference region m 
the forward striking foo e having a size of 2,5 mm by 2.5 mm, that is l e oo them 15% of a volume 
ov e r an equivalent portion of a golf olub h e ad having a striking faoo looking ouoh on engineered 
textee is less than 0,01 mm 3 . 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1, wherein each of the geometric 
shapes has a volume of less than 0.0003 0.0005 mm*. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1, wherein each of the geometric 
shapes all havo tho game shap e and gigo has a volume of less than 0.0003 mm 3 . 

Claim 7 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 1, and farther comprising a plurality 
of grooves formed in the forward striking face.

Claim 29 (currently amended): A wedge-type golf club head having a forward striking face 
defining a loft of at least 45 * the forward striking face comprising: 

a substantially planar recessed surface; and 

a plurality of scorelines formed in the recessed surface: and

surface, the geometric shapes each b e ing solid and having a volume of less than M00? 0.0003 
mm 3 ; 

wherein adjacent geometric shapes are separated from each other along the recessed 
surface by a distance of at least 0,1 m m. and wherein the total volume nf t^^ geometric shapes 
contained within a s quare reference region on the forward stri king f^ e measuring 2.5 mm fry 7 S 
mm is less than 0,02 mm 3 .

Claim 36 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 39 L wherein the geometric shapes 
are about identical in size and shape across the forward striking face . 

Claim 37 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 39 i, wherein the geometric shapes 
are spaced substantially evenly across the forward striking face. 

Claim 38 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 29 L wherein the geometric shapes 
are formed as squares, diamonds, or circles. 

Claim 39 (currently amended): The golf club head of claim 29 1, wherein the geometric shapes 
include a first plurality of geometric shapes and a second plurality of geometric shapes. 

Claims 40-42 (canceled). 

Claim 43 (new): The golf club head of claim 1, each geometric shape having a depth measured 
from the recessed surface to a top portion of the geometric shape, wherein the depth is greater 
than or equal to 0.012 mm. 
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
